Morrison, la., June 24—(AP)— 


A young man who authorities said 
admitted to his mother he killed 
and fiendishly mutilated a pretty 
22-year old woman, was held in 
the Grundy county jail today. 


Sheriff John A. Meyer said he 


would question the man, Edward 
J. (Buddy) Beckwith, >27, of Mor- 
rison, and probably would file a 
first degree murder charge against 
him today. 


The nearly nude body of Mrs. 


Irma Jean Stahlhut, mother of a 
13 months old son, was found 
early yesterday morning by. her 
husband, Harvey, in a large walk- 
ta refrigerator of the tavern they 
operated here. 


Breasts Cut Off 


Both-breasts had been cut off 


the body, her throat cut from ear 
to ear and her body cut open 
"down the middle," the sheriff 
said., There also were two stab 
wounds In the heart. One of the 
breasts, Meyer said, was found 
in a bloody slip and brassiere 
tangled around her neck and 
shouldes.

New York, June 24—(AP)— 


Alger Hiss testified at his perjury 
trial today that the laat time he 
saw Whittaker Chambers, former 
courier for a Red spy ring, was in 
"late May or early June, 1936." 


The former high state depart- 


ment official thus denied one of 
the two counts of the perjury 
indictment against him: that he 
lied when he said he had not seen 
Chambers since Jan. 1, 1937. 


Chambers, the government's key 


witness in its charges against 
Hiss, repeatedly has accused Hiss 
of passing 
secret 
government 


papers to him in 1937 and 1938 
for relay to a Red spy network. 


Shortly after the dapper Hiss 


resumed the witness stand today, 
his top defense counsel, 
Lloyd 


Paul Stryker, asked him whether 
he had seen Chambers subsequent 
to the Jan. 1, 1937 date. 


"I did not see him after that 


until some tune within the last 
12 months," Hiss replied firmly. 


Earlier, Hiss denied flatly he had 


passed any restricted documents 
to Chambers, confessed Commu- 
nist spy ring courier.

Chambers" either late in Decem- 
ber; 1934, or early in January,

The analvsis provides no comfort for Roper Nor does it 


offer anv startling new explanation of the 1948 outcome 
Rather it tends to confirm the heretofore widely circulated 
but largely unsupported theories as to why Mr. Truman won. 


Those theories, briefly, are that overconfident Republi- 


cans staved home, that usually Democratic union workers 
turned out in greater force and that farmers switched away 
from their normal GOP allegiance. 


Roper's findings were based on close canvass of results 


In seven major cities. 112 industrial counties and five pre- 
dominantly rural midwestern states. 


He discovered that in all but one of the seven Cities the 


upper-income voters stayed away from the polls in larger 
mimbers last year than in 1944. Thesegroups tend to vote 
Republican. And in fact, those in that bracket that did vote 
plumped more heavily for the GOP than they did four years 


"er. 


On the other hand, returns showed that in six of the 


-•even cities lower-income groups went to the polls in stronger 
force in 1948 than in 1944. And they voted more heavily 
Democratic this time. 


The percentage increase in these voters was not as great 


as the percentage drop among upper-income voters. Roper 
concluded that had it been so the Democrats would have w_s no u_e ln 
up 
•cored a whopping landslide, for lower-income people ot 


earlier.

without exception a substantial gain in voting turnout. As 
with the lower-income groups in cities, this vote tends to be 
Democratic, and in 1948 it actually was.

total two-party vote jumped well above 1944 levels in all 
five studied. The total turnout, however, remained about the 
aame. 


Roper did not learn whether these results meant nor- 


mally Republican farmers had crossed over, or whether they 
•imply stayed home and let their Democratic neighbors carry 
the day.

The net advantage of all these developments lay clearly 


With the Democrats. 
Thus far the Roper analysis looks sound enough. But it 


seems too early to suggest, as he has done, that these factors 
may establish a long-range trend toward the Democratic 
party.One election doesn't make a trend. To be sure it follow- 
ed four previous Democratic triumphs in a row. But the 
1948 contest was extremely complex. The outcome was com- 
pounded of a puzzling mixture of many political attitudes. 


Some of those attitudes were held by independent voters 


who feel no bond with either party. They could shift quickly. 
Even more firmly settled notions can be thrust aside, as wit- 
ness thp farmers' performance.

years ago they sent for some 
Dorothy Perkins rambler roses 
and planted them along their road 
fences.

Mrs. Crawford explains that new 


rose plants may be started by 
covering one of the long runners 
with a shovel full of dirt about 
a foot from the plant during the 
growing season and by fall a new 
plant Is ready to be set some other 
place. It was in this way that 
they filled the whole fence row. 


Each spring when the 
early 


growth is well along the runners 
should be trained along the fence 
and then left alone for the rest of 
the summer. The runners protect 
themselvs from winter kill by 
lying in the grlss along the road.

gallardia.

Double Plays Win Close Ones; 
Clever Pivotman Makes Them

By JOB GORDON 


Indians' Second Baseman 


Without a good 
pivotman 
a 


double 
play cannot 
be made. 


Without double plays a club will 
win few close games. 


With a double play in sight— 


men on first and second, or a* man 
on first with one or none out— 
ypu will note the second baseman 
playing closer to the bag to give 
himself more time on a bad throw. 


On a perfect throw, *ny right 


foot tags the base from the rear 
aa the ball is being caught. With 
the weight on the right foot, the 
throw to first is made immedi- 
ately. 


'On a throw to my right, I shift 


to the right of the base, with the 
weight on the right foot. I step 
on the base lightly with the left 
foot, catch the ball and throw. 


On a throw to my left, I step 


across the bag, and to the left 
with the left foot. The right toe 
is dragged across' the bag as the 
ball strikes the glove. This shifts 
the weight to the right foot, leav- 
ing me in position to throw. 


A strong point in a second base- 


man is ability to go far to his 
right in fielding the ball. Can he 
recover, and still make the throw? 
SLIDES ALONG WITH BALL 


On balls hit deep to their right, 


the best second basemen acquire 
the knack of sliding along with 
the ball despite 
spiked 
shoes. 


This saves time, leaves them in 
position to throw. 


Note that the first step in go- 


ing: after a ball is a cross step. 
Thta eliminates a needless half 
step, and saves precious time. 


Note that the legs are 
well 


spread when an infielder is field- 
ing a ball, the right foot back, 
the glove right on the ground 
The bending motion is from the 
knees, only slightly 
from

waist.. 


An accomplished second base- 


man throws underhand, sidearm 
or 'overhand, depending on the 
situation.
